WORLD NEWS DIGEST 

England: Two of the country’s largest 
wrinting unions, the 158,000 strong Na- 
tional Union of Printing, Bookbinding 
and Paper Workers, and the 44,000 
strong National Society of Operative 
Printers and Assistants are planning 
to merge into one union called the 
National Union of Printing and Allied 
Trade Workers. 


C. Davidson and Sons Ltd. have de- 
signed a new automatic cartoning ma- 
chine that can pack 1,500 books an 
hour. Plans are being made to launch 
the machine in the U.S. 

India: The president of the All-India 
Federation of Master Printers has ap- 
pealed to the government to make pro- 
vision for the manufacture of printing 
machinery in India. “When we can pro- 
duce aircraft and Jocomotives,” he says, 
“who can say that we cannot produce 
printing machinery?” 


Switzerland: The master printers 
have agreed in principle to the intro- 
duction of a 44-hour week, which will 
be put into effect gradually during a 
four-year transition period. 


Russia: Picture postcards, mainly re- 
productions of paintings, are now being 
sold in Moscow. It seems that hence- 
forth Soviet printing work will not re- 
main limited to political, technical and 


propaganda material.

DISPLAY TYPECASTER 


The Jernt display typecaster, made by 
Typesetting Machine Engineers, uses a 
Linotype base, cams and casting mech- 
anism to cast cored slugs using Lud- 
low matrices. The cored slugs are 30 
picas wide. Thickness may be either 
18, 24, or 36 pts., depending on the 
mold liner used. 

The one piece liner also acts as the 
core of the mold. Changing the core 
takes about the same time as changing 
a pair of liners in an ordinary slug 
machine. Up to 48 pt. matrices may be 
cast on the 36 pt. slug. 

Matrices are assembled in the usual 
manner in the 30-pica stick. When the 
line of matrices is assembled and jus- 
‘ified in the stick, it is placed between 
the vise jaws from the top. The jaws 
are so built that the stick cannot be 
nlaced wrong, and the type is auto- 
matically aligned.

COLOR ROTOGRAVURE 


The McCorquodale-Gresham process for 
color rotogravure is directed primarily 
towards reducing cylinder finishing 
costs. With much less technical diff- 
culty this process gives results from 
the production cylinder which closely 
match the engraver’s proof. These 
cylinders are easier to etch consistently 
than are those produced by either the 
conventional or the Dultgen systems. 
The wearing qualities are equal to or 
better than Dultgen cylinders. 

In this process continuous tone sepa- 
ration positives are made and retouched 
exactly as for conventional gravure. 
From these finished continuous tone 
positives, screen positives are made di- 
rectly by a patented reversal process. 
The screen position has exceptionally 
“hard” opaque dots ranging from small 
highlight dots to a shadow dot-forma- 
tion similar to a conventional gravure 
screen.

TOO MUCH OFFICE? 

We need today more planning in the 
office, in the factory, and in the realm 
of management. 

A survey is necessary when we real- 

ize that in 1900 there was 1 clerk for 
every 30 factory workers. In 1930 there 
was 1 for every 10 factory workers. In 
1950 there was 1 clerk for every 214 
factory workers. This may be caused 
by the amount of paper work demanded 
by the various levels of government, or 
it may simply be that a certain amount 
of clerical work is being done that is 
either useless or of very little impor- 
tance. 
COLD COMPOSITION 
A line eliminator has been designed to 
take the place of the line cutting de- 
vice in the Photon. It rubs an _ un- 
wanted line off the film rather than 
cutting it off. The new device eliminates 
precision cutting of film and the neces- 
sity for using Scotch tape to splice the 
film together again. A page indicator 
device is also incorporated in the ma- 
chine which accommodates a_ pencil 
layout of the composition being set 
and serves to show the operator what 
parts of the job he is setting. 

Four units of the Coxhead Foto- 
List machine, designed for the com- 
position of repetitive listings, are now 
undergoing field tests but the machine 
is not yet available on the market. 

Intertype is working on automatic 
developing of Fotosetter film from the 
machine, an automatic quadding de-

PAPER TESTING 
Three measuring instruments designed 
for use in the printing industry have 
been developed by the Sheffield Cor- 
poration, Chicago, Ill. The Porosimeter 
measures the air resistance (porosity) 
of paper; the Smoothness Gage de- 
termines the smoothness of paper sur- 
faces; and the Lithotest measures the 
uniformity of the grained surface of 
offset plates. All three instruments use 
the principle of air flow through or 
across the product being measured to 
establish readings. 

The Porosimeter can handle paper 
ranging from non-porous to rather 
porous filter paper. Readings are in- 
stantaneous. No special skills are re- 
quired. 

The paper smoothness gage meas- 
ures smoothness to a degree consid- 
erably beyond that specified in TAPPI 
Standard No. T-479sm48. Also a very 
close correlation of readings exists be- 
tween the gage and current suggested 


methods.

Pearce Development Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio, has designed a _ pneumatically- 
controlled expansion shaft which grips 
the inner area of any paper roll core, 
insuring a non-slip hold on the roll. 

Colwell Litho Products, Inc., Min- 
neapolis, Minn., has introduced a new 
Colight art stripping table which fea- 
tures double glass design for keeping 
the working surface cool. This pre- 
vents negatives from curling on 16” 
x 18” working surface. 

Hydro-Lift Co., Chicago, Ill., has a 
new portable hydraulic skid fork lift 
truck for bringing material to work- 
ing heights and for loading or un- 
loading at heights up to 52”.

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Covering machines 
Q. What type of covering machine is 
used by your publication’s binder? 

We have a Pleger Hinged Covering ma- 
chine which works nicely on books about 
%4” and up but presents some problems on 
smaller thicknesses. I notice that most side- 
stitched publications which cross my desk 
are not “hinged” covered, for the wire 
stitches are exposed. Is there a machine 
that will hinge the covers to conceal the 
side stitches?

A. The covering machine used by 
Monumental Printing Co. on Book Produc- 
tion Magazine is made by T. W. & C. B. 
Sheridan. This appears to be the standard 
machine for this type of work. 

Publications which have hinged covers 
are invariably made on the Pleger machine 
which, while no longer manufactured, is 
still operating in a number of plants. 
Ledeuil in France makes four models of a 
covering machine, one of them able to pro- 
duce hinged covers. We know, however, 
of only one Ledeuil that has been brought 
into this country. Riverside Press has a 
German Brehmer coverer, and there may 
be others. Dexter Folder Co., has been ex- 
perimenting with a small covering machine 
developed by Spinner, but to the best of 
our knowledge is not promoting it.

Tue WIDE-SPREAD commercial use of 
plastic plates in book printing began 
about 15 years ago with American 
Book-Stratford Press, Waverly, Scrib- 
ner’s, Riverside, and others taking the 
lead in experimental groundwork and 
research. Since then the plates have 
become an accepted part of book print- 
ing technique. 

The numerous advantages offered by 
plastic plates—ease of manufacture, 
lightness, etc.—have encouraged a num- 
ber of book plants to set up plastic 
platemaking departments. These have 
usually supplemented rather than re- 
placed the electrotype foundry. 

Those book printing plants which 
have not set up plastic plate depart- 
ments nevertheless print from them 
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almost daily as a matter of course. 
These plates are sent by publishers 
which have had the composition and 
plate-making done elsewhere. 

In addition to the matter of weight 
and ease of handling which make 
plastic particularly attractive to book 
publishers there is price to consider. 
The selling price of plastic plates is 
comparable to, and frequently below, 
the price of electros. 

Since these advantages are appar- 
ently so obvious, and since a_ book 
printed from plastic plates cannot be 
distinguished from a _ book printed 
from electros, it follows that one of 
two things must happen: 

1) Plastic plates will gradually sup- 
plant all electros. Or, 


2) Plastics will henceforth be used 
exclusively for a sizeable portion of the 
books now printed. 

The first has not occurred, nor does 
there seem to be a fixed trend in that 
direction. The second possibility is 
now being examined by both book pul- 
lishers and book manufacturérs. Just 
where do plastic plates fit in today - 
book world? Are there any particular 
advantages or disadvantages in plastic- 
which would make them preferred or 
avoided for any particular type of book 
or pressroom? Which book printers 
should consider establishing a plas'\ 
plate department? For which ti 
should a book publisher choose plas 
plates, and is price the only item to 
consider ?

Plastic Platemakers in Book Plants Report Proper Techniques to Achieve 


Dimensional Stability, Color Register, and Plate Curving 


The observations made in this review are 
based on detailed discussions with plate- 
makers in many book plants. Particular 
thanks are due to Van Rees Press, Amer. 
Book-Stratford Press, Doubleday & Co., 
Mack Printing Co., Waverly Press, Plimpton 
Press, Northeastern Press, Colonial Press, 
Princeton Univ. Press, and many others 
whose unbiased off-the-record comments 
have been extremely helpful.

The answers to these questions may 
perhaps be found in the experience of 
the twenty or so book press rooms 
which have been using plastic plates 
for the past ten years over a wide 
range of book titles of varying sizes, 
contents, and lengths of runs and re- 
runs, 


Reproduction quality 
No expert can recognize any qualitative 
difference between a sheet printed from 
an electro and a sheet printed from a 
plastic plate. At least none of the pro- 
duction managers in the publishing 
houses that. BP consulted could. 

With book printers it is frequently 
quite another story. “There is no doubt 
in our minds,” says one New York 
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book manufacturer who prints all his 
books from plastic plates, “that the 
text page printed from a plastic plate 
is definitely superior to a page printed 
from an electrotype. The impression 
will be much sharper and clearer. 
Electrotypes wear on the corner of 
individual letters, whereas the plastic 
plates stand up better for a longer 
time.” 

Of those pressrooms interviewed not 
one had any complaint regarding the 
quality of the reproduction of straight 
type. As one Southern plant put it, 
“To our knowledge we know of no 
books that have not been satisfactorily 
reproduced by plastic plates. The 
quality of reproduction obtained from 
our plastic plates had consistently 


equaled that obtainable from purchased 
electros.”. The same opinion was ex- 
pressed by a Northerner who pioneered 
in the  plate’s development: “The 
plastic plate is just as good today as it 
ever was and it is as good a printing 
surface as a pressman ever put on a 
press.” 


Handling, storage 

A 5” x 7” electrotype may weigh about 
1144 pounds. The same plate in plastic 
would weigh three ounces. They can 
be shipped inexpensively and _ stored 
very easily. While not directly re- 
flected in a plant’s cost figures, their 
ease of handling certainly makes for 
many economies in general plant oper- 
ations. 











The speed with which a plastic plate 
may be prepared is of considerable 
importance. About three hours are 
needed to remake an electrotype which 
has been damaged on the press. A plas- 
tic plate, rather, may take from 25 to 
30 minutes. The corresponding saving 
in valuable press time makes the plates 
of considerable value. 

“With no electrotype foundry near- 
by,” says one book and publication 
printer, “our plastic plate department 
fills an important niche in our produc- 
tion. Patches of a great many miscel- 
laneous items needed for the advertis- 
ing pages of our periodicals are now 
supplied by the plastic plate depart- 
ment. Standing heads of departments, 
mastheads, etc., for our periodicals are 
made of plastics. Previously we reset 
such material from time to time, or 
had electrotypes made at considerably 
more expense than is needed for the 
plastics.” 


Plate stability 


“The greatest advantage of use of the 
plastic plate over electros,” this plant 
goes on to say, “is the speed with 
which they can be made in our own 
plant. We do not make as much use 
of plastics in our publication work as 
we had anticipated. The greatest dis- 
advantage is failure to hold color 
register on two and four color work. 
It is hoped this difficulty may be over- 
come in time through new developments 
in the matrix material. If properly 
made and finished, the plastic plate 


for book work will outlast electrotypes.” 

The failure to hold color register, 
mentioned by this and other plants, is 
due to some lack of dimensional sta- 
bility in the preparation of the thermo- 
setting matrix material which is to 
serve as the mold for the thermo- 
plastic plate. On straight type or single 
color line work the slight shrinkage 
across the grain of the matrix is too 
insignificant to be noticed. In color 
work a variation of 1/32” across or 
down a page can ruin the reproduction. 
Thus far the raw material used in the 
preparation of the matrix does not seem 
to be consistent in quality so that one 
batch may be perfectly stable, and 
another may not. With increased usage 
of plastic plates, however, the manu- 
facturers of the raw material may find 
it economically possible to pretest for 
quality control to more exacting stan- 
dards. 


There is another possible solution for 
plants which have the problem of di- 
mensional stability in the matrix. The 
answer may be in a laminated matrix, 
i.e., the use of two sheets of thin matrix 
board, with a perforated sheet of metal 
in between to offset the shrinkage. 
This is widely used in the rubber plate- 
making field where dimensional con- 
trol is extremely important. 

At this point it becomes evident that 
some of the criticisms made against 
plastic plates should be set, rather, 
against specific techniques, or lack of 
them, in plants. In other words, there 
are plastic plates and plastic plates— 





the differences in quality may be due 
to know-how. 

Several plants have been quite suc- 
cessful in the printing of color plates, 
though this does require more care. 
The usual preference is for the yel- 
low, blue, red, and black plate to be 
placed all on the same mat. If there 
is any shrinkage of material, it will 
all be in the same proportion with 
consequently no distortion. 

If the size of the subject does not 
permit making all the color plates 
from the same mat, it is advisable to 
make the mats from the same lot of 
material, all with the grain the long 
way, using the same margins, same 
position in press, and the same tech- 
niques in production. These precau- 
tions will minimize, to a great extent, 
the risk of distortion due to shrinkage 
in the mat. 

As for the irregularity of quality 
which may exist in the raw material, 
the opinion of one of the leading manu- 
facturers is significant: “Several times 
we have been called in by a book print- 
ing plant and told that our raw mate- 
rial has been defective. In each case, 
however, we have been able to go over 
that plant’s plastic platemaking tech- 
nique and find the fault in the opera- 
tion of the molding press, its tempera- 
ture, dwell, or pressure, which caused 
the defective plate. We have not had 
to take back any material because the 
supposed defect could be tracked down 
to some fault or error in the actual 
platemaking technique.”

The methods used in different plants 
vary somewhat, depending upon the 
organization of the platemaking de- 
partment, the pressure of time, and 
the equipment available. This par- 
ticular sequence may be said to be 
the basic procedure, with some al- 
ternatives possible: 


1. The type form, composed of a 
group of pages, is placed on a heated 
table and brought up to the molding 
temperature of 300 to 320 deg. F. 


2. The matrix material, made of a 
thermosetting resin in sheet form, is 
placed on the type form. 

3. The form with matrix is moved 
into an hydraulic press with electri- 
cally heated platens, of 1 to 10 tons 
capacity. The form is heated and the 
matrix material softened. The assem- 
bly is molded and partially cured for 
about four minutes. 

4. The assembly is taken out of the 
press and the matrix is removed from 
the type form.

5. The matrix is coated and covered 
with a thermoplastic plate material 
which may be either granulated or 
in sheet form. 

6. The matrix with its plate ma- 
terial is put into a press and heated 
to 280 or 350 deg. F. for about 3 
minutes. 

7. The plastic plate is cooled and 
removed from the matrix. 

8. The plate is cut, machined, 
shaved, ground, or curved as needed. 








BOOK PRODUCTION 














S ince A GREAT MAJORITY of all plate 
forms are intended for signature 
folding in books, the imposition of these 
pages in proper order on the press base 
is of the highest importance. Except 
for the more common forms of impo- 
sitions, such as straight 16s, 32s, and 
the like, it is advisable to work only 
from a folded dummy provided by the 
binder, or else suffer the consequences 
of mis-imposed pages in the form of 
sheets that cannot be folded into the 
proper page sequence. 


The job ticket should carry full in- 
structions as to the type of binding, 
whether side or saddle-wire, Smyth or 
McCain sewed, or Perfect bound. Like- 
wise it should carry full detail as to 
margins, top, bottom, and gutter, as 
well as side. Usually a blank sheet is 
ruled up, and folded into a dummy so 
that the pressman can follow the rul- 
ing to determine the placing of his 
plates. 


In most cases, the gutter margins 
are narrower than the three others, 
the tail margin the largest. The dummy 
is ruled up to show the trim lines, the 
sheet opened up, and the plates im- 
posed in rows across the base begin- 
ning with page 1. The center line of

TPG, the French contribution to the 
current series of annual international 
exhibitions of printing and allied trades 
machinery, was held in Paris from the 
22nd to the 30th of June. Similar in 
size and scope to its predecessor, the 
London IPEX show of 1955, Salon In- 
ternational des Techniques Papetieres 
et Graphiques (TPG) occupied some 
400,000 square feet with the products 
of about 400 companies from 13 coun- 
tries. 

As with previous exhibitions, all 
forms of printing, binding, composing, 
engraving and paper processing ma- 
chines were demonstrated in operation 
by their manufacturers. 

German, English, Swiss, Dutch, Ital- 
ian, and Swedish machinery, already 
familiar to American printers and bind- 
ers, was in abundance. 

The Smyth-Horne Ltd. stand was un- 
der the direction of Robert Bowden, 
managing director of the Paris branch, 
assisted by George Waddilove and 
David Kinnear from London. The

the base is ruled up with chalk, and 
page 1 is positioned with respect to 
edge and the center line, with allow- 
ance made for margin plus trim. The 
remaining plates are positioned in 
similar manner. 


Pre-squaring 

Forms are sometimes made up on roll- 
ing register tables equipped with an 
accurate gliding rule and square which 
makes it easy to properly position 
plates before putting the entire form 
on the bed. 

Considerable time can be saved and 
much cost, when the pressman is given 
the set of plates already made up in 
sequence, so that he need only lay them 
out in rotation, rather than stopping 
to check the dummy each time. 

Not enough attention has been given 
the necessity of eliminating pressmen’s 
standing around endeavoring to work 
out proper positioning for plates, while 
an expensive press stands idle. Proper 
planning will see to it that the stone 
man is told where each element goes 
in the chase or where each plate falls 
on the base, and when necessary, spe- 
cifying the distance to the gripper 
and side guide edges of the paper for 
the pressman. Time spent in arriving

at decisions is better accounted ior in 
planning than on the shop level. 


In book work, this should be even 
more effective, since most book forms 
are repetitive and the first sheet pulled 
is virtually all the positioning that is 
needed. 


In some plants, a flat underlay, often 
of tympan paper, is put under every 
job that goes to press, on the grounds 
that a certain amount of pressure thus 
set up causes a better grip on the 
plates and better printing. Naturally, 
in the event some plates are high, the 
underlay must be cut out to compensate. 


In plating up rotary sheet - fed 
presses, matters are somewhat simpler, 
inasmuch as there are two built-in 
gauges to facilitate the operation. One 
is a horizontal gauge, the other one 
goes around the cylinder at the 
extreme edges of the cylinder. Each 
is graduated in inches and fractions 
thereof, so that plates may be quickly 
positioned. On the bar running across 
the presses, there is a finder which is 
easily set to indicate the precise point 
on the channel base at which the plate 
is to be set. Inching controls are like- 
wise handy to advance the press so 
as to position the next row of plates.

CENSUS REPORTS SHARP RISE IN BOOK 





First Figures on Publishing, Printing & Bookbinding Show Broad Gains Over 1947; 


Wider Distribution of Bindery Work Among Graphic Arts Industry Segments May Be Trend 


Tue FIRST authoritative statistical fig- 
ures from the 1954 Census of Manufac- 
turers have just been released by the 
Bureau of the Census. The preliminary 
report, “General Statistics for the United 
States, By Industry Group and Indus- 
try: 1954 and 1947” is the first com- 
pilation of detailed statistical data on 
the book industry snce the famous 
Census of Manufactures of 1947. 

The information contained in the re- 
port is reproduced herewith, together 
with comparative data from the 1947 
Census. A detailed report on the book 
publishing industry is expected to be 
released by the Census in August. A 
study of the figures reproduced here 
seem to bear out earlier predictions 
that three important trends are operat- 
ing in the book industry: 

1) The number of employees en- 
gaged in manufacturing books in plants 
owned by book publishers, book print- 
ers, and book manufacturers, rose a 
startling 60% from 17,372 in 1947 to 
28,000 in 1954, with a 50% increase in 
manhours worked and a 60% increase 
in the value added by manufacture. 

2) The number of production em- 
ployees, manhours worked, and value 
added by manufacture, on the other 
hand, dropped about 10% in plants 
which are primarily engaged in trade 
and job binding. This suggests an in- 
crease in the number of binderies owned 
and run within commercial printing, 
lithographing, and newspaper and pe- 
riodical manufacturing plants, causing 
a drop in the amount of work handled 
by trade plants. 

3) Lithography has enjoyed a phe- 
nomenal increase, but apparently not at 
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the expense of letterpress which has re- 
mained virtually stationary. 

How much of the apparent 60% rise 
in book manufacturing activity is ac- 
tually due to an increase in the number 
of units cased-in remains to be anal- 
yzed. A part of the rise may be due 
to a growth in the number of plants 
maintaining complete book manufac- 
turing facilities, and a sizeable increase 
in the business they handle, with a de- 
crease in the profitability and the num- 
ber of plants engaged solely in edition 
binding. Such a change in the variety 
of work handled would alter the classifi- 
cation in which a particular plant’s out- 
put would be recorded. 

The detailed Census report may pro- 
vide additional data, but the basic pat- 
tern is already evident. 

Considerable caution is needed be- 
fore reaching more detailed conclusions 
regarding trends in the book indutsry. 
Total figures are based on the primary 
activity of a company in that particular 
industry, whose operations are classified 
in the Standard Industrial Classification 
system. 

A book may be bound, therefore, by 
a company whose employees, manhours, 
wages, and value of products may be 
listed in any of these industry classifica- 
tions:

Data on the total number of books 
sold will be obtained from book pub- 
lishers in S.I.C. 2731 and S.1.C. 2741. 
It will not contain data on the number 
of other bound materials (such as al- 
bums, blankbooks, diaries, etc.) which 
resemble books in manufacture, but not 
in “publishing.” 

In the preliminary reports published 
herewith, a number of industry seg- 
ments have been combined by the Cen- 
sus. Bookbinding & Related Industries, 
S.I.C. 278, for example, is the total of 
S.L.C. 2781, 2782, 2783, and 2789. 
Books, S.I.C. 273, is the total of Books, 
Publishing and Printing, 2731; and 
Book Printing, 2732. 

Among other pieces of information 
garnered from the preliminary report 
is the information that manufacturers 
of die-cut paper and board used for 
binders and covers (except loose leaf) 
shipped 3,888 tons of paper and paper- 
board, or $4,357,000 worth of products 
in 1954, as compared with 6,614 tons 
worth $3,627,000 in 1947. These reports 
and others are subject to revision pend- 
ing the more complete reports which 
are expected in August. 

A detailed interpretation of the U. S. 
Census figures relating to the book in- 
dustry will appear in Book Propuc- 
TION magazine when the final data from 
the Census of Manufactures, 1954. is 
released.

3 KEYS TO MECHANICAL 
BINDING EFFICIENCY 


Quality Control, Flexibility, and Layout Are the Crucial Factors for Successful Operation 


“Mecuanicar” binding is perhaps the 
least mechanical of all bookbinding 
operations since so much of it is hand- 
work. While there are a number of 
specialized machines available, the 
amount of time spent on hand-work 
makes it imperative that the plant be 
well-organized, and that management 
does its job in seeing to it that produc- 
tion flows smoothly. 

We have been in the mechanical 
binding business for about ten years. 
On the basis of our experience it seems 
to us there are three key items which 
can make for successful production in 
the mechanical binding plant: 

1) Flexibility of plant set-up. 

2) Proper plant layout. 

3) Quality control and inspection. 

Flexibility and room for expansion 
were allowed for when we founded 


the company ten years ago. There were, 
of course, a number of inevitable limi- 
tations and compromises which every 
new company must face. 

We felt that we were not tied down 
to the major pieces of heavy equip- 
ment and could separate them at wide 
intervals. Mechanical binding is a time- 
consuming operation in every phase 
and therefore the fact that we would 
be spending more time in handling 
paper skids, due to the spacing, was 
not important to us since the relation- 
ship of work time to handling time 
was still favorable. This seems to be 
contrary to the policy in most binder- 
ies of reducing materials handling by 
stringing machines together, but in 
mechanical binding there must be 
plenty of allowance of storage area 
since few products follow the straight- 


line production system, 

The area between equipment. used 
for small storage, also made unneces- 
sary one large storage area until the 
time when additional equipment had 
to be added. 


Proper layout 


The second key factor is the location 
of the operations. The cutter, of course, 
must be the first piece of equipment 
located where incoming paper will 
most naturally meet it. A common mis- 
take is to put the cutter too close to 
freight entrances and the result of 
this is a jungle of skids and packages 
which surround and hinder the cutter. 

Where possible we would recommend 
a minimum of 30 to 40 feet of clear 
space between the cutter and the

S erring TYPE is only one of the com- 
posing room’s high-cost operations. As- 
sembling the type into pages, known 
as make-up, is another. While the 
process of typesetting has been largely 
mechanized, and further progress in 
this direction is possible, this cannot 
be done with make-up. This must con- 
tinue to be a highly skilled hand op- 
eration which requires something more 
than sawdust between the ears of the 
workman. With composing room costs 
hovering around $6.00 an hour and 
even flying above that, there is no 
time available for doodling. 

Recently one of the leading trade 
journals published a brief article ex- 
plaining how make-up is expedited in 
one plant. The make-up man is pro- 
vided sufficient space to lay out twenty 
to thirty galleys of type. He goes over 
these, breaking the matter into pages 
using a slug cut to the proper page 
depth as a gauge. When this has been 
done, he goes back over the matter, 
checking the breaks and making shifts 
where necessary to avoid widows or 
other make-up difficulties. 

Do it on the aalleys 

This is a good idea; but it is necessary 
to use expensive space to make it pos- 
sible for a high-priced man to figure 
out things that should not be his con- 
cern at all. This whole thing should 
be figured out on galley proofs hy a 
person working at a desk with a pen- 
cil. All the make-up man should have 
to do is to pick up the type necessary 
for a given page, arrange it in its 
proper sequence on his galley. insert 
the necessary spacing material in the 
proper places, and tie up the page or 
return it to the storage galley where 
it is locked in with wooden quoins

They should 
start with a table detailing the components of a full text page and its proper depth over the 
Printing area, with any other information or instructions the make-up man should have. 
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Figure 1 is an example of a page 
made up, without guidance, in the com- 
posing room of one of our leading 
book manufacturers. The man got into 
trouble and had to turn a slug to call 
attention to the fact that editorial help 
was needed. 

When the designer casts off the 
manuscript, he decides on the type 
faces and sizes for text, quoted mat- 
ter or reduced citations, and footnotes. 
He also decides on measure (width) 
and depth of type page. In doing the 
latter, he has in mind a basic depth in 
picas. This he converts to theoretical 
lines of text. I use the word “theoreti- 
cal” advisedly: If the type is monotype 
set or hand-set foundry, the designer 
can be exact. For example, if he is 
using 11l-point 1-point leaded, each 
line will occupy in depth 12 points or 
1 pica. Therefore a page 41 picas deep 
will contain 41 lines: and 41 lines 
will exactly occupy 41 picas. But if 
the type is set on a line-casting ma- 
chine, 12 point slugs will be only ap- 
proximately 12 points thick. This will 
vary from machine to machine, and 
will even vary throughout a book or 
a job set entirely on one machine. 
This is true because slug machine type 
is not cast in a type mold, but must 
be trimmed to body size by knives. 

To secure fast and economical make- 
up, the first requirement is the con- 
stant production of slugs as nearly ac- 
curate in body size as possible. Every 
composing machine’s product should 
be checked with a micrometer or a 
dial-reading gauge at least once each 
shift. 


Allowing for inaccuracies 

The designer and the person or per- 
sons doing the layout for make-up, as 
well as the make-up man_ himself, 
must recognize and remember that 
type pages cannot be made up to 
picas in depth because of the inaccu- 
racies mentioned, and must be guided 
accordingly. Let us suppose that we 
are about to make up a book, like a 
novel, hypothetical title, Beautiful and 
Useless. This book is to contain noth- 
ing but text—no reduced quotations, 
no footnotes, no running heads. All 
folios are to be at the top, versos 
(even) flush left, rectos (odd) flush 
right. 

The basic type page is that portion 
containing body or reading matter. 
Running heads and folios are excres- 
cences, possibly useful, which go into 
the margin or margins. In this book, 
basic page dimensions are to be 23 x 
36 picas. The type is 11 point Fairfield 
two-point leaded. (It would be set on 
13-point slugs.) To find out how many 
lines a page will contain, multiply 
36 (picas) by 12 (points). The result 
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is 432 points. Now divide by 13 
(points), the body size of the type be- 
, ing used. This shows that the page will

freight door for small plants and more 
for larger plants. 

Our operational flow is in a wide 
circle around the walls of the plant 
from the cutter to the collator, to the 
punching machines, to the var‘ous in- 
serting and closing machines, and to 
packing and shipping. Table work and 
hand assembling operations are done 
in the center of the plant. This arrange- 
ment is not taken too arbitrarily. 


Quality control 


Effective quality control cannot be sep- 
arated from employment practices and 
personnel since practically all mechani- 
cal binding operations depend upon 
manual dexterity and employee atti- 
tude. It is necessary to constantly stress 
quality rather than speed, and to pro- 
vide steady employment, avoiding all 
but the minimum turnover for the basic 
work force. By making the plant as 
attractive as possible with good light- 
ing, cleanliness, and consideration for 
employee problems, quality will prac- 
tically take care of itself with a mini- 
mum of supervision and inspection. 

As far as spoilage allowances are 
concerned we follow the trade practice 
of guaranteeing no more than 3% 
spoilage. In actual practice we seldom 
exceed 1%. 

All of our punching, inserting, and 
hand collating people are interchange- 
able, for they can do all these opera- 
tions equally well. We therefore change 
them over often, sometimes as much 
as six times daily. At times this may 
look like a rat race to an observer, 
but we’ve found that changeovers pay 
off in lack of fatigue and in alertness 
and the time lost is well worth it. 

Our Mecey collator has been a big 
help for our insnection practices. We 
don’t know what it is any longer to 
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have a mistake in collating with omit- 
ted sheets or doubles. 

Every operator checks her lift after 
punching. A double check is insured 
when it goes to the inserter who knows 
that if the comb does not go into the 
book easily that book has to be further 
inspected for a bad sheet. Each in- 
serted book is again inspected at the 
packing tables. 


Average production rates 


Production rates vary, of course, de- 
pending upon the job. Generally speak- 
ing, a bindery of our type will have 
each piece of punching or inserting 
equipment producing frem as low as 
50 swatch books or as high as 400 32- 
page catalogs of a simple type. Taking 
an arbitrary optimum figure of 1.200 
hourly which we can do with all fac- 
tors favorable, we would rate some of 
the types as follows: Plastic comb, 1.- 
200; Plastic looseleaf, 800; Cercla, 
1,000; Spiral wire, 600. Again. it de- 
pends on the particular job and the 
skill of the operator. 

If the three key factors are en hand 
—flexibility, proper plant layout. and 
quality control—mechanical — binding 
production can be one of the most 
satisfying and rewarding segments of 
the bookbinding business.

MERGER 
What is probably the largest letterpress-offset combination 
plant in the East was formed last month with the merger 
of Rogers-Kellogg-Stillson Co. and the Publishers Printing 
Co. in N.Y.C. Executives of the new company are Sampson 
R. Field, president; William H. Walling, chairman of the 
executive committee; John G. Gantz, executive vice-presi- 
dent; Donald W. Mortimer, vice-president; Ernest Schma- 
tolla, vice president; Edward Blank, plant manager; and 
C. L. Mortimer, finance committee. 

The merger took place simultaneously with a move to a 
new 105,000 sq. ft. plant at 36th St. and 47th Ave. in Long 
Island City, N.Y. Over a million dollars worth of new ma- 
chinery has been acquired. 


CARNEGIE TECH STUDENTS WIN RUST AWARDS 

The Rust Architectural Awards were recently presented to 
three students at Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. The 1956 winners, who received cash prizes from 
the Rust Engineering Co., drew up individual designs for a 
modern building to efficiently house a book publishing plant. 
First prize of $100 went to David W. Scott of Berea, Ohio; 
second prize of $50 to James T. Knox of Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
and third prize of $25 to Richard L. Fudge of Philadelphia, 
Pa. 

Twenty-six student architects took part in the project 
which was carried out in collaboration with senior students 
in Carnegie Tech’s School of Printing Management. Stu- 
dents specializing in printing production played the role of 
the client about to build a new publishing plant. (For other 
news on Carnegie Tech student projects, see BP, May 1956.) 


LIBRARY BINDERY SPONSORS FELLOWSHIP 

Jean Stokes, a student librarian at Georgia State College 
for Women, has been awarded a $1750 graduate fellowship 
sponsored by the National Library Bindery Company of 
Georgia. The fellowship, at Emory University, Georgia, 
will be in librarianship. Miss Stokes will be employed by 
the company during the summer. 
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THe First LINOFILM system for test- 
ing under actual commercial conditions 
will be in operation in a New York 
City plant in August, Mergenthaler 
Linotype Co. spokesmen report. Lino- 
film is said to be the first integrated 
system for handling all phases of photo- 
typesetting from original copy to film 
ready for platemaking. 

By simple dial control the operator 
can enlarge or reduce type in a range 
of from 4 to 108 point and operate the 
machine at a speed considerably su-

perior to current typesetting equipment. 

The Linofilm system is made up of 
four parts: 1) Keyboard unit, 2) 
Photographic unit, 3) Corrector, and 
4) Composer. 

Composition starts at the Keyboard 
unit which has an electric typewriter, 
a digital computer, and a tape perfor- 
ator. A type page is produced as well 
as a punched tape “translation.” 

The punched tape is then placed in 
the Photographic unit which follows 
the instructions of the tape and pro- 
duces type on film or paper ready for 
make-up or platemaking. 

The Linofilm Corrector is used to 
automatically cut out a line or lines 
of type and then weld in new lines 
bearing correct type. When type from 
the Photographic unit is to be enlarged, 
reduced, or composed directly in place 


on film over a layout, thus eliminating 
stripping, the Composer unit is used, 

A keyboard error can be killed at 
the keyboard and this automatically 
kills the line on the tape. It is also 
possible to correct the tape itself, since 
each line exists as a block of perfora- 
tions on the tape. This can be done 
from proofreading of the typescript or 
from a first run on the photographic 
unit using paper. The tape is cor- 
rected by simple scissors and paste 
pot technique and can then be re-run. 

The photographic unit carries 18 
grids or fonts, and has a total of 1,584 
characters, each of which may be re- 
produced with excellent typographic 
quality in a range of 434 points to 18 
points. The Composer may enlarge or 
reduce in a range of from 4 to 108 
points.

Nor A FEW PUBLISHERS would relish 
the possibility of having their publish- 
ing program mapped out for five years 
ahead, and their manufacturing pro- 
gram geared to a three-year schedule 
to match! Yet for many trade pub- 
lishers such an achievement might be 
fraught with great risk in the shape 
of stacks of books made but not sal- 
able! 

With the right combination, how- 
ever, the savings possible by this fore- 
knowledge and consequent pre-plan- 
ning can be quite attractive. As a re- 
sult of the particular set of circum- 
stances which surround the Friendship 
Press, N.Y.C., publishing outlet for 
National Council of Churches, a large 
group of religious denominations which 
are particularly interested in mission- 
ary activity, this advance knowledge 
of a publishing program for five years 
ahead—currently 1961—has paid divi- 
dends in the form of ganged produc- 
tion work that has kept compositors, 
letterpress and offset houses, and bind- 
ers busy. The latest result of the pre- 
planning program is the production of 
some 856,000 covers for forthcoming 
titles on the Friendship list, represent- 
ing some 36 titles, lithographed by the 
Affiliated Lithographers, Inc., N.Y.C., 
ganged as 24 titles on a 39 x 57 sheet. 

Since the key to the production 
economies devised by Miss Hazel K. 
Orton, director of production, Margery 
W. Smith, assistant production man- 
ager, and Miss Louise Jefferson, art di- 
rector, lies in the organization of the 
Friendship Press publishing program. 
it is essential to explain that the press 
is a branch of the National Council of 
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Churches, and is owned and directed 
by some 28 denominations, representa- 
tives of which meet periodically each 
year to decide on the area of thé world 
in which study activities arising from 
their missionary programs will be de- 
veloped. These are selected from three 
to five years in advance. For example, 
the Southeast Asia area about which 
1956 Friendship publishing centers, 
was selected in 1951, and the books, 
study materials, etc., prepared in ad- 
vance, and made ready for sales and 
distribution this year. 


Determining quotas 

A side aspect of this pre-planning is 
that the controlling denominations also 
determine how many titles and how 
many copies thereof, and what other 
subsidiary material will be required. 
However, it is the responsibility of the 
Press sales organization to see to it 
that the books and other materials are 
available for sale to the various loca! 
church organizations to which the ma- 
terial is slanted. 

The controlling board also sets the 
sale price, so that it is up to the pro- 
duction department to evolve ways and 
means of holding the production costs 
in line. Don’t let the title “non-profit 
publishing” fool you! There’s just as 
realistic an approach to costs in the 
Friendship office as in any trade house 
scrambling to make a dollar. 

A particular demonstration of this 
is Friendship’s almost voracious con- 
sumption of a single piece of artwork. 
You'll find it on book jackets, on end- 
sheets. on bindings. and portions of it

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HEIRLOOM BIBLE TO MAKE 


Ocroser 15, 1956 is the first day of 
National Bible Week in a year which 
marks the 500th anniversary of the 
date on which the Gutenberg Bible was 
first placed on sale in Mainz, Germany. 
Hawthorn Books, N. Y. C., will pay 
tribute to the occasion with publication 
in the U. S. of The Heirloom Bible. 
This new edition of the King James 
Version was originally conceived by 
George Rainbird of the British book 
production firm of Rainbird, McLean. 
Rainbird wanted to create an attrac- 
tive, readable, family Bible iilustrated 
in full color by works of art by the 
great masters. He first approached Col- 
lins, the well-known British Bible pub- 
lishing house. Collins was interested if 
the project could be completed st an 
economically feasible cost. 

Studies were made of illustrated 
Bibles in the British Museum. Speci- 
mens of type were examined to find 
a readable face for young and old. 
Conferences were held with book manu- 
facturing specialists, art exper! and 
clergymen. Dummies were ther pre- 
pared and submitted. It was disc: ered

at this point that the proposed Bible 
could not be sold at a reasonable price 
unless an American publisher added 
an American edition. 

Rainbird had been corresponding 
with K. S. Giniger, vice-president and 
general manager of Hawthorn Books 
(a Prentice-Hall subsidiary) concern- 
ing the production of several other 
books. Giniger had been thinking along 
similar lines—a life of Christ illustrated 
by masterpieces of art. Rainbird 
brought over his dummies and, to- 
gether with Giniger, persuaded Pren- 
tice-Hall’s chairman, R. P. Ettinger, 
and president, John G. Powers, to ad- 
vance the $250,000 necessary to place 
an American edition on the market and 
thus insure publication of The Heir- 
loom Bible. 

To get the kind of art work that was 
desired, Geoffrey Grigson. a leading 





British art critic, was commissioned to 
select illustrations from paintings, 
murals. etc., located in the world’s 
great museums and collections. Photog- 
raphers experienced in recording art 
in full color were chosen and in some 
instances special scaffolding was erected 
so that murals could be photographed. 
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DEBUT IN JU. S. 


Engravings for the letterpress printing 
in four colors were made by Austin 
Miles, Ltd., London, and Henry Stone 
& Sons, Banbury, England. Special 
inks were manufactured for the letter- 
press color plates by A. B. Fleming 
& Co., Ltd., Edinburgh, and the plates 
were printed by Tillotsons, Bolton, 
England. Van Leer of Amsterdam made 
the eight-color offset plates and printed 
from them. 

Rauri McLean. Rainbird’s partner 
and the designer of The Heirloom 
Bible, chose 12 pt. Monotype Plantin, 
set solid. to give the text the desired 
weight, dignity, and readability. (Be- 
fore settling on Plantin, he had con- 
sidered combinations of Baskerville 
and Caslon.) For headings, he chose 
Monotype Perpetua. Monotype compo- 
sition was chosen because it was easier 
to correct and adjust word spacing. 
Setting type for the text occupied one 
operator's time for nine months. 

Type was set at the Collins Clear- 
Type Press in Glasgow and one set of 
proofs was sent to the Crown Reader 
in the Crown Advocate’s office in Edin- 
burgh. (In England and Scotland the 
King James Version Bible is a Crown 








Copyright. The government maintains 
close supervision over its printing). An- 
other set of proofs went to professional 
proofreaders. A third set went to Rain- 
bird, McLean where such problems as 
the number of divided words at the 
end of lines were tackled. They found 
that many Bibles had ten or more on a 
page. The Heirloom Bible has been de- 
signed so that many pages have no 
divided words. 

From the standpoint of typographi- 
cal style, this Bible represents both 
old customs and new trends, The stan- 
dard two-column format has been used; 
columns were set at 1814 picas, with 
1144 picas between them. Verse identifi- 
cation numbers lead each verse-para- 
graph in the traditional manner. How- 
ever, reference notes and_ phonetic 
symbols have been omitted from the 
text. Also, those words which were ad- 
ded by the translators of the King 
James Version to make it compre- 
hensible are not set in italics. 

The text for the British edition (first 
printing 100,000 copies) was printed 
by Collins in Glasgow. A duplicate set 
of plates were made to print the Haw- 
thorn edition (30,000) in Holland at 
the plant of Drukkerij Meijer (about 
twenty miles outside Amsterdam at 
Wormerveer). Printing was done on 
Miehle flat-bed cylinder presses using 
sheets 43 x 61 and 32-page forms. 

Text paper was specially made of 
the thinnest and toughest variety which 
would machine and bulk to specifica- 
tions. The weight is 1314-500’s opaque 
s/o demy, based on a 1714 x 221% size 
sheet. The paper was manufactured by 
Ryburndale Paper Mills, Rippondon, 
Yorkshire. The heavy coated stock used 
for illustrations was made by Culter 
Mills, Scotland, and the parchment- 
like paper used in the six-color family 
register section was made in Holland 
by a new process. 

Binding was done in three plants: 
Leighton-Straker, London, Van Rijme- 
nam, The Hague, and Proost & Brandt. 
Amsterdam. A number of possible 
cover materials were considered before 
Rexine was chosen. Rexine is a pyroxy- 
lin-impregnated cloth manufactured by 
International Chemical Industries. A 
deep red color grained with black gives 
the appearance of leather. The cover 
and spine were stamped in 24-carat 
gold, and the book was fully edge- 
gilded in 24-carat gold. In order to find 
facilities for the binding, stamping, 
and gilding of these Bibles in time for 
the publication date, Leo Albert. pur- 
chasing department head at Prentice- 
Hall on loan to Hawthorn, spent six 
weeks in Europe. Many gilders outside 
these binderies were employed in ad- 
dition. 














Danien B. Biancut believes that a pro- 
duction manager should have some 
practical printing experience before he 
takes over his duties. His own life illus- 
trates this point very nicely. For 
Bianchi, editorial production manager 
of the American Book Company, had 
considerable experience not only at the 
managerial end of printing, but also as 
a compositor, proofreader, shipper, and 
paper cutter long before he began di- 
recting the activities which turn manu- 
scripts into books. 

Bianchi attended public schools at 
Newton, Mass., and was graduated from 
Harvard College in 1926. While he ma- 
jored in economics and government, he 
showed an interest in his future work 
by taking George Parker Winship’s 
course in fine printing at Harvard. 
After graduation Bianchi went to work 
at the Merrymount Press in Boston, re- 
nowned for its fine work, where his 
father, John Bianchi, was a partner of 
Daniel Berkeley Updike (after whom 
he was named). 

From 1936 to 1949 Bianchi was asso- 
ciated with Merrymount Press as assist- 
ant manager and sales representative, 
with four years out for World War II 
service in the Navy. Merrymount sus- 
pended operations in February, 1949 
and Bianchi moved to Little, Brown & 
Co., starting as a member of the pro- 
duction staff and later becoming pro- 
duction manager. On April 1 of this 
year he began his present job at Ameri- 
can Book. 

Bianchi is something of a tradition- 
alist when it comes to typography. He 
firmly believes that its function is to 
serve, not dominate. On this principle 
he quotes Beatrice Warde’s famous ob- 
servation, “Typography should be _ in- 
visible,” to which he firmly subscribes. 
Naturally, he does not argue with at- 
tractive book packaging as long as 
moderation prevails. It’s just that in 
the highly competitive business of pub- 
lishing he believes that color is some- 
times overdone and editorial content 
tends to become submerged as a result. 


His position, which puts him in 
charge of all production from layout 
and design through plates, helps to 
bring about the desired Love and Mar- 
riage between art, production, and edi- 
torial functions (BP, May, 1956). Pre- 
liminary conferences are held at Ameri- 
can Book which are attended by repre- 
sentatives of all departments concerned. 
At these the ideas of author. editor, 
officers, and salesmen are aired. These 
are followed by weekly meetings and a 
weekly tabulation of progress on cur- 
rent projects on a Boardmaster control 
which hangs in Bianchi’s office. 

Asked to compare the printing busi- 
ness with publishing, Bianchi will tell 
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you that publishing is precarious but 
printing can be even more so. Of 
course, he hastens to add, one can reap 
greater rewards in printing, though 
these rewards are not always material. 
As a former printer who switched to 
publishing, Bianchi finds a greater divi- 
sion of responsibility in the latter ex- 
cept at the top echelon. The printer in 
the daily course of his business runs 
into all types of problems, business and 
typographical, and the solution of these 
problems presents a challenge to the 
best that there is in a man. 

His present job holds some new ex- 
periences for Bianchi. Publishing text- 
hooks is a more complicated matter 
from the production manager’s stand- 
point than trade book publishing. In- 
volved texts, preprinted cover materials, 
numerous illustrations, the increasing 
use of color, and the large size of text- 
book editions are just a few of the dif- 
ferences one encounters. 

One thing very much in common be- 
tween Little, Brown and American Book 
is that they both have their own bind- 
eries. American Book goes further in 
this direction and has its own press- 
room, the Eclectic Press at Cincinnati, 
Ohio (under supervision of Fred P. 
Hofferth, company production man- 
ager). Here the bulk of their work is 
done with the exception of composition 
and offset printing. Bianchi feels that 
such an arrangement is very desirable 
since it pays off in close cooperation, 
speed, and special services, frequently 
not so easily obtainable from outside 
sources. 

Bianchi has certain preferences. He 
likes Linotype Janson and Times Ro- 
man, also Monotype Bulmer and Per- 
petua. Free lance designers are all 
right, but their employment is not al- 
ways practical. In the case of com- 
plicated books requiring a great amount 
of follow-up, the free lance designer 
cannot always serve with complete ef- 
fectiveness. 











As might be expected, Bianchi has 
done some teaching. In 1949 and again 
in 1950 he lectured on presswork at the 
Radcliffe College summer session. Last 
year he spoke on book design at Sim- 
mons College for the benefit of young 
librarians. 

Bianchi is a bachelor, lives on 9th 
Street in Manhattan’s Greenwich Vil- 
lage, and tries to devote some time to 
his long-standing hobbies of photog- 
raphy, salt water fishing, and garden- 
ing. (Very little of the last is possible 
in Manhattan, he admits.) An honorary 
member and former president of the 
Boston Society of Printers, he is also a 
member of the Bookbuilders of Boston, 
AIGA, the Typophiles, and the Harvard 
Club of N.Y.

even on place mats. One of the latter 
is the outgrowth of a decorative his- 
torical, geographical, and ethnological 
map of the U.S. made by Miss Jeffer- 
son herself. 

Miss Jefferson, an accomplished art- 
ist in her own right, while a shrewd 
art buyer, is also the delight of work- 
ing and non-working artists because of 
her patience and clarity of explana- 
tion in dealing with artists. Hence she 
is able to extract so much usage from 
a single piece of artwork, which has 
been prepared under her direction for 
just such usage. 

Friendship Press books are designed 
as textbooks and supplemental readers 
for church organizations, church schools, 
and some public and private schools. 
The list, which now includes well over 
100 items annually, has skyrocketed in 
the past 6 years from a sales volume of 
$279,000 to $590,000 in 1955. 


Dual edition publishing 


Most Friendship titles are planned for 
dual editions, with soft paper covers, 
and hardbound editions, often with 
three piece covers, with the plates from 
the soft cover edition used for jackets, 
or at least the same artwork. Conse- 
quently, Miss Jefferson plans these 
titles very carefully so that there is 
no change necessary in the body of 
the book between the two editions. 
With the quantities of each edition a 
factor known in advance, it was a 
simple matter to swing to the gang 
printing operation now in use. 

Planning for the forthcoming books 
begins in the early spring following 
the spring meeting of the council. For 
the meeting, artists must have been 
secured, plates made and books printed, 
by the following December, so that 
the council may see the implemented 
results of its publishing decisions.
